KANAS CITY (AP) — The third snow 
storm of the week coursed across Missouri 
today with a new frosting of one to three 
inches in the north and up to four inches in 
the south. 
At long last, farms, gardens and lawns 
were getting moisture 
in appreciable 
amounts. But more was needed to overcome 
the severe deficiencies of late summer and 
fall. 
All of the state was under a travel war­ 
ning today. 
Snow depths of around six inches were 
reported in the north part of the Kansas City 
metropolitan area at 7 a. m., and official 
measurements at the same time were five 
inches 
at 
Columbia, 
four 
inches 
at 
Kirksville, Maryville, St. Joseph and St. 
Louis, two inches at Springfield and Vichy 
and one inch at Monett and Joplin. 
Fog was reported with the snow around 
Kirksville, Columbia and Jefferson City at 


midmorning, and by that time the snow was 
beginning to taper off in the northwest. 
It was expected to end in the southeast by 
early tonight, with skies clearing for 
another night of bitter cold. 
The latest official forecast promised at 
least partly sunny skies on Friday wilth no 
more snow, but the extended outlook from 
the National Weather Service is for the 
more snow about Sunday and even more 
frigid temperatures by Monday. 
A report on road conditions from the 
Missouri Highway Patrol at 9 a. m. in­ 
dicated all major highways were snow cov­ 
ered or becoming snow covered as the 
storm moved from west to east. 
Temperatures were not expected to climb 
much higher than the 20 mark in nothern 
Missouri today and range through the 20s to 
no higher than the low 30s in the extreme 
southeast. Highs on Friday are expected to 
be in the 20s in the north and around 30 in the 


south. Wednesday’s range was from 21 at 
Kansas City to 35 at Cape Girardeau. 
Lows tonight were expected to range from 
zero to five above zero in north Missouri to 
around 20 in the extreme southeast. 
Minimums this morning were from eight 
above at Kirksville to 28 at Cape Girardeau. 
It was 10 at Maryville, and Columbia and 
Kansas City had lows in the teens.

Bond’s state-of-the-state message, which 
is required by the Missouri Constitution, 
was delivered shortly after the two houses 
of the General Assembly were convened for 
the 512 month session. The same lawmakers 
will hold another joint session next Wed­ 
nesday to hear Gov.-elect Joseph P. 
Teasdale’s legislative message 
With his wife Carolyn among the 450

Bond outlined his hopes for Missouri's 
future, reflected on the accomplishments he 
has made and outlined the legislation he be­ 
lieve still needs to be approved 
“For my part, as this administration 
draws to a close. I am grateful to the people 
of Missouri for giving me the opportunity to 
serve,” said Bond, who lost to Teasdale by 
13,000 votes. “I said four years ago the 
rewards of this administration must be in 
inner satisfaction.

FDA Ignores Sour Evidence

WASHINGTON - Hie Food 
and Drug Administration is sit­ 
ting on scientific evidence that 
sacch arin, the artific ial 
sweetener used by millions, may 
cause cancer. 
Tiie evidence is so persuasive 
that many FDA officials are pri­ 
vately alarmed at the agency’s 
failure to act. Saccharin should 
be taken off the market, they 
say, because of several tests 
showing it causes malignant 
tumors in the bladders of 
animals. 
The tests are as conclusive, 
scientists have told us, as thè evi­ 
dence linking cyclamates and 
cancer. Cyclamates have been 
banned from the market. 
Americans consume about 
five million pounds of saccharin 
each year in diet drinks, ice 
cream and puddings. It is also 
widely used as coffee and tea 
sweeteners. 
Yet the FDA has established 
from its own tests that a disturb- 
in g n um ber of a n i m a l s 
developed malignant bladder 
cancer after consuming sac- 
charia Other studies indicated 
that saccharin caused cancer of 
the uterus in female animals. 
The FDA is supposed to pro- 
ect the public from dangerous 
oods and drugs. Yet the agency 
won’t issue warnings against 
taccharin until more tests have 
Teen conducted. These will take 
at least until 1978. 


Our sources compare this at­ 
titude to the FDA’s inaction on 
Red Dye No. 2, which the agency 
left on the market for 15 years 
despite evidence that it causes 
birth defects, genetic damage 
and cancer. The dye was finally 
banned this year. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, after a confidential in­ 
vestigation of its own, warned 
the FDA that the continued use 
of saccharin “could expose the 
public to unnecessary risk.” 
Nevertheless, an FDA spokes­ 
man told our associate Howie 
Kurtz that no action will be 
taken again st the sugar 
substitute until further tests are 
completed. 
One possible reason was sug­ 
gested by a top FDA official. He 
conceded that the huge commer­ 
cial sales made the FDA reluc­ 
tant to ban saccharin. In other 
words, the agency appears Jo be 
more concerned about corporate 
losses than the public health. 
In the case of another artificial 
sweetener, called aspartame, 
test results allegedly were 
falsified and distorted to get it on 
the market. The FDA at first 
authorized aspartame to be sold 
to the public but withheld it from 
the market after the discrepan­ 
cies were discovered. 
Independent scientific tests 
showed that aspartame caused 
brain damage in animals. Hie 
manufacturer, G.D. Searle and 


Company, wants to use the sugar 
substitute in breakfast cereals, 
puddings, beverages, gelatins 
and chewing gum. 
When some animals died in 
test exp er im ents, S earle 
substituted the blood of other 
animals for the dead ones, in­ 
vestigators have alleged. There 
were also significant discrepan­ 
cies between Searle’s data and 
the summaries the company 
submitted to the FDA, according 
to the government investigators. 
One pathologists's study, for ex­ 
ample, was allegedly edited to 
make the findings appear more 
favorable. 
Hie case against Searle is 
being referred to a grand jiffy 
for possible prosecution. A 
spokesman said the company 
strongly disagrees with charges 
that it altered its data but 
couldn’t comment directly 
because the matter is under in­ 
vestigation. 
FDA investigators discovered 
the alleged alterations fay ex­ 
amining just a few of Searle’s 
files. Yet the agency has now 
turned its investigation over to 
an independent group of scien­ 
tists who, incredibly, will be paid 
by Searle. 
Thus the alleged corporate 
culprit will finance the in­ 
vestigation of itself. “If you 
believe that Searle is going to 
pay all this money and not have 
some say in the results, you’re 
kidding yourself,” one angry 
FDA official told us. 
An FDA spokesman insisted 
that the company would not in- 
terefere with an objective in- 
vestiagtion. But Sen. Gaylord 
Nelson (D.-Wis.) would disagree. 
Allowing the drug companies to 
pay for the testing of its own 
products, he told us, leads to 
unreliable or biased results. 
Pipeline Postscript: Hie In­ 
terior Department is investigat­ 
ing our report that the federal 
official overseeing the construc- 


program holds that a person 
may be classified as disabled 
when he cannot perform the 
duties of his job. 
An extreme case of the liberal 
interpretation used under the 
Civil Service program is that of 
a federal fireman who had 
initially met vision standards, 
but whose later need for glasses 
made him incapable of meeting 
those standards.

“All those quote diet breads 
unquote really didn’t have fewer 
calories,” says Hackett. “They 
just had thinner slices. The 
Government came down on us.” 
But the idea lived on. “To make 
a real diet bread,” Hackett 
continues, “we had to have

calories. Water alone couldn’t 
doit; you’d end up with cereal or 
mush. We also needed a stif­ 
fening ingredient that wouldn’t 
add any calories.” 
The result, Fresh Horizons,

For example, he rescinded the 
authority of the inspectors to halt 
the work if they found a contrac­ 
tor breaking the law. 
Footnote: The outspoken 
Turner acknowledged that he 
required the inspectors to take 
notes on their interviews with 
subcommittee investigators. But 
he denied this was a form of in­ 
timidation and said he had sup­ 
ported the inspectors. “Tl.v 
Dingell staff,” he grumped, “con­ 
ducted themselves in a very 
unprofessional and unethical 
manner.” 
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Enlistees Out of Hand? 
Federal Labor Leaders Hope 
New Pentagon Chief Will Help 
Unionize Military Personnel 
WASHINGTON - For some 
still 
obscure 
reason, 
labor 
leaders who were all gung ho for 
unionizing the armed forces 
enlisted personnel are marking 
time. 
Which doesn’t quite mean that 
the American Federation of 
Government Employes < AFGE) 
isn’t handing out registration 
cards among the Green Berets 
at Fort Devens (Mass.) or 
among Marines at Fort Carson 
(Colo.), among the airmen and 
women at McGuire Air Force 
Base and the soldier boys and 
girls at Fort Dix (both in New 
Jersey). 
If I understand correctly the 
small 
print 
in the 260,000- 
member union’s memoranda, it 
does 
mean 
the AFGE 
is 
prepared to wait for the in­ 
coming new commanders led by 
Secretary of Defense-designate 
Harold Brown. In effect, this 
AFL-CIO 
affiliate, 
which 
already 
has 
thousands 
of 
Pentagon officials and civilian 
employes signed up, is saying it 
might be better to wait and see if 
Secretary 
Brown 
changes 
conditions so that it won’t be 
necessary, after all, to sign up 
the Army, Navy, Marines and 
Air Force en masse. 
Or perhaps 
it 
might 
be 
possible to leapfrog the m am ­ 
moth chore of unionization and 
bargain directly with the new 
brass. Then it wouldn't make 
much difference whether or not 
there were a series of private 
industry-type union recognition 
elections among the uniformed 
enlistees. 
It takes no ¿overt operation to 
glean this. It’s all there in the 
union's own reports. Such as, for 
example: 
“ Should 
the C arter 
a d ­ 
ministration radically redirect 
Pentagon policies which now 
threaten the welfare of military 
personnel, would the original 
interest expressed by 
the 
majority of military personnel 
dissipate to the point that it 
would not be reasonable for us to 
represent these personnel?” 
There isn’t any report on who 
contacted whom in this tran­ 
sition-transm ission 
chaotic 
town. But certainly, suddenly 
the word went out from top 
AFGE headquarters to their 
local officials to cool it at the 
military, air and naval bases. 
Apparently news reports of 
AFGE 
unionization 
drives 
simply 
uncorked 
another 
Niagara within America's a r­ 
med forces. 
Tens of thousands of enlistees 
d r a m a tic a lly 
d e v e lo p e d 
grievances, quickly sought help 
in obtaining GI educational 
benefits and swiftly learned that 
a little pressure here, a little 
push there and you can get 
yourselt assigned overseas to 
some installation with a golf 
course and sunny beaches at­ 
tached. 
So the AFGE Executive 
Council 
began 
m eeting. 
Instantly 
the AFGE 
high 
com m and 
saw 
what 
was 
gushing through the voluntary 
armed forces sluice gates. In no 
time at all, civilian groups raced 
to its assistance. The Friends' 
Military Counseling Service in 
some 
areas 
helped 
union 
organizers, for example. At one 


base the Friends marched with 
a banner with the legend "AFL- 
CIO.” Leaflets were distributed. 
Sign up was the message. 
Then the AFGE council began 
asking 
itself: 
“ Can 
we 
adequately 
provide 
legal 
representation 
to 
m ilitary 
personnel involved in general 
and summary court martials, 
Article 
XV 
(non-crim inal 
discipline), 
and 
provide 
ef­ 
fe c tiv e 
c o n g re s s io n a l 
representation with the present 
staff resources at our disposal? 
“If not, how long will it take to 
evolve capabilities along these 
representational lines?" 
And the unions’ leaders asked 
themselves, “Do we have suf­ 
ficient dialogue at this point 
between those military per­ 
sonnel most deeply affected by 
organization and our own 
leadership?" 
And, "Will our structure be 
one which integrates military 
personnel and civilians into a 
separate organization or an 
integrated organization?" 
Suddenly it all loomed like 
Mount Rushmore over a split- 
level ant hill. Would the AFGE 
have enough time, money and 
business agents to handle tens of 
thousands 
of 
m ilitary 
grievances and still service its 
own locals who already are in 
battles-such as those with the 
Navy over contracting out and 
with the Bureau of the Mint over 
wage increases -for the civilian 
employes? 
If the AFGE organized a new 
affiliate of military men and 
women, 
how 
could 
these 
secondary 
soldiers, 
sailors, 
M arines 
and 
air 
people- 
inexperienced in labor tactics- 
be kept from 
reckless or 
politicized 
militancy 
which 
would overwhiem the regular 
AFGE? 
And what of the impact of a 
strike 
by 
amateur 
military 
unionists? 
Would 
this 
be 
sedition? Treason? Mutiny? 
So, the AFGE's high com­ 
mand met and cooled it. In 
December 
the 
Executive 
Council instructed all AFGE 
local unions “to set aside any 
formal applications of mem­ 
bership" of military enlistees 
until many problems “can be 
satisfactorily addressed to this 
board when it meets again in 
February. It is the considered 
opinion of this board that we 
must adopt a program which is 
detailed, specific and orderly- 
we have not yet developed such 
a program..'* 
A ctually 
the 
A FGE's 
leadership will meet March 7-9. 
By that time they will know 
more of what Secretary of 
Defense Harold Brown believes. 
They plan to contact him or his 
, deputy 
for 
manpower. 
Obviously, this business of a t­ 
tempting the unionization of 
hundreds of thousands of young 
military and naval personnel 
has gotten too big for the AFGE 
leadership. They do say that 
they won’t abandon the drive. 
But it seems to me they also 
are 
saying 
that 
Defense 
Secretary Brown would make a 
right good business agent of the 
campaign. 
So the pasting of the union 
label on soldier boys and girls is 
marking time. But the regular 
Pentagon officials aren't at 
ease.

surveillance. It may yet get out 
of hand.

have breakdowns and hysterical manifestations that will 
require hospitalization. 
Remember those pictures of Lebanese youngsters 
barely larger than the rifles and machine guns they 
carried? The war’s long-lasting effects on them alone are 
incalculable,

The rise from Jimmy Who to President 
Carter was tough. Running the govern­ 
ment will be tougher. A crucial part of 
doing that tough job is appointing compe­ 
tent persons to the executive branch* 
During the transition Carter has been 
able to deliberate long hours over his 
selections, but the period of being per­ 
sonnel manager from Plains is nearly 
over. Shortly Carter will assume the 
duties of commander-in-chief, chief 
diplomat, chief executive and chief ad­ 
ministrator. Consequently, he will have 
less time for detailed consideration of 
appointments. Yet, of the appointments 
which remain, some are the most 
critical for running the government: the 
appointments to the working level. 
Historically the results of presidential 
appointments below cabinet level have 
n o t a lw a y s been good, o fte n 
deteriorating after auspicious begin­ 
nings. Haphazard is a word sometimes 
used by those who were there. 
Kennedy aides described the method 
they found as “BOGSAT” : a Bunch of 
Guys Sitting Around a Table saying 
“Whom do you know?” 
The consequence is unqualified per­ 
sons in top positions. Once a nominee to 
the Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion was asked at his confirmation 
hearings why he was qualified to 
regulate the communications industry. 
He replied, “Senator, I don’t know 
anything about communications. I came 
to Washington expecting to be appointed 
to the Federal Power Commission." The 
appointments process deserves better. 
Appointments to regulatory agencies 
are frequently made in an atmosphere of 
secrecy with heavy influence by special 
interests. In his book The Regulators, 
Louis Kohlmeir says “CAB appointees 
are cleared with the airline executives, 
FPC appointees with gas and electric 
companies, ICC appointees with railroad 
officials and usually truckers, too.” 
Too often the appointments of a new 
president are payments for political 
debts. Notably, the Attorney General’s 
Office is frequently a reward for cam­ 
paign managers like Bobby Kennedy or 
John Mitchell. 
Mr. Carter’s approach to selecting his 
top officials was highly systematic, 
beginning with the well publicized transi­ 
tion team headed by Jack Watson. Some 
7,000 names of qualified persons were 
com plied. Every can d id ate was 
evaluated by a number of peers. The en­ 
tire country was made aware of impen­ 
ding appointments and viewpoints were 
solicited. 
The question is whether these efforts 
will be continued in the milieu of the 
everyday operation of the government. 
The appointments process is far from 
complete.

First, an Office of Presidential Ap­ 
pointments should be established to 
maintain a talent bank of potential ap­ 
pointees and to develop a standard for 
evaluating them The Office of Presiden­ 
tial Appointments should be headed by a 
visible, prominent person. 
Second, the Office of Presidential Ap­ 
pointments should announce the name of 
top contenders, as has been done during 
the transition, and should solicit com­ 
ments from the public prior to making 
the choice. 
Third, measures to prevent conflicts of 
interest should be adopted. To dis­ 
courage the practice of “clearing” the 
nominee, the White House should log all 


contacts it makes with regulated interest 
groups concerning a nomination and 
should make the logs available to 
Congress during the confirmation 
proceedings. Carter’s financial dis­ 
closure requirements should be con­ 
tinued in lower level appointments. 
Furthermore, all nominees should 
pledge that for two years after leaving 
an agency they will: (1) not work for 
companies that they have dealt with 
while part of the agency; (2) not repre­ 
sent any clients before the agency. 
Fourth, nominees should pledge to re­ 
main in office a minimum of two years. 
All these measures strike at what 
Carter promised to break up: the 
“ sweetheart” 
relationship between 
regulator and regulatee 
The key to the administrative process 
is selection of qualified, competent in­ 
dividuals. As James M. Landis told John 
Kennedy 16 years ago, “Good men can 
make poor laws workable; poor men will 
wreak havoc with good laws.” 
Trust in government was a major cam­ 
paign issue and Jimmy Carter promised 
to make government “as good as its 
people.” To accomplish this goal, the 
presidential appointment process must 
recruit and select some of these “good 
people.” If Carter continues his energy 
and enthusiasm for strengthening this 
process, perhaps “BOGSAT” can be 
replaced with a rational deliberation and 
search for qualified officials.

DEAR DR. LAMB - What 
is happening to me while ex­ 
periencing motion sickness?

Dramamine, although if I try 
to read or carry cm a conver­ 
sation. I feel myself working 
against the Dramamine. 
I experienced terrible mo­ 


tion sickness on a sailboat and 
a bus ride that was extremely 
fast, on a winding and hilly 
road. Could I have helped 
myself in another way? I am 
not nervous about any 
vehicles — including jets. 
DEAR READER - Some 
people are more susceptible 
to motion sickness than 
others. It is generally believed 
that motion sickness is 
related to overstimulation of 


the three little balance canals 
(the labyrinth) of each ear. 
These work like a carpenter’s 
level. When you tilt your head 
the fluid in the canals shifts 
and this stimulates nerve en­ 
dings that relay the informa­ 
tion back to central control — 
the brain. This is one of the 
major ways your brain has of 
finding out the position of your 
head. 
Some people can be trained 
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to be less sensitive to motion. 
A good example is a long 
cruise. Many people will have 
motion sensation the first few 
days and then will no longer 
notice the movement of the 
ship. They no longer stagger 
across the deck. Then a 
curious thing happens — when 
the ship docks the people who 
have the most trouble with 
motion originally may have it 
return after they are off the 
ship. This is sometimes called 
“sea-legs.” That too dis­ 
appears after a few days. 
Apparently a person’s 
balance mechanism — canals 
and brain receptors — 
becomes accustomed to 
whatever level of motion a 
person is regularly exposed 
to, and when the exposure 
changes, either increasing or 
decreasing, symptoms of mo­ 
tion sickness occur. 
We worried about this in 
regard to the space program. 
We thought that when gravity 
was no longer a factor it 
might cause a temporary 
reaction and that when the 
astronauts returned to earth 
after a long space voyage it 
might be a problem. There 
were some reactions, but they 
were tolerable.

Little more than an 
accidental asterisk

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - During the campaign the White 
House issued an 81-page review of what it considered to be the 
major accomplishments of Gerald Ford’s two years in office. 
It was not greatly impressive. The president hadn’t had time 
to shake the world, it was explained, “but watch him in the 
next four years.” 
There will not of course be four more years for Jerry Ford. 
Hence the contents of his 81-page review will have to stand as 
the complete story of his administration. The campaign 
booklet will be shelved alongside the legacies of other 
presidents, where, inevitably, history rather than voters will 
draw final conclusions. 
How will the president compare to his 37 predecessors? 
Even from this close distance in time it seems clear he will 
not rank with the legends. Ford has not been a Lincoln. Most 
probably he’ll be remembered as (1) the first appointed presi­ 
dent, (2) the man who replaced and pardoned Richard Nixon, 
and, after this, for very little. 
He will not likely become a historic pun, as is Millard 
Fillmore, “the first president to have an iron cookstove in the 
White House. ” Nor will he be leveled to the likes of Chester A. 
Arthur, whose administration was so lacking in substance that 
though the president seldom rose before 9:30 each morning 
neither did he miss much. 
And certainly Ford’s image will forever remain more in­ 
teresting than that of, say, Van Buren, or Tyler, or Pierce, or 
Buchanan. These men served before the recording of history 
was relentlessly and awesomely efficient. Ford will live on, 
for better or worse, by virtue of the billions of words and 
photographs describing his time. 
Still, alongside the heritage of Jefferson, or that of either 
Roosevelt, it is fair to guess Mr. Ford will be little more than 
an accidental asterisk. And only the charitable will insist this 
is because he had so little time. The sounder explanation may 
be that he did not use what time he had more wisely and 
productively. 
Ford took office with an opportunity granted no other leader 
in American history, that of owing virtually no one for his 
good fortune. He did not have political debts to pay. He did not 
rise with the help of special interests. He did not even have a 
constituency to pander to, actually, since he was unelected. 
And yet he has been unable to take an advantage which would 
distinguish his reign. 
Nowhere has this failure been more apparent than regards 
the nation’s energy dilemma. When Ford was inaugurated he 
deplored America’s reliance on foreign sources for what was 
about 25 per cent of its oil. Now the nation imports more than 
40 percent of its petroleum, at a cost ($35 billion) that has 
doubled since the Ford appointment. 
The president has continued to complain about energy 
problems. But not so the nation has been moved, or provoked, 
or shoved, into responding. Coal production is flat, national 
gas flow continues in a steady decline, the domestic output of 
oil is at the lowest point in 10 years. And after two years in of­ 
fice the administration concedes that “our vulnerability to 
another oil embargo is very serious.” 
No time? In two years John Kennedy launched America 
toward the moon; in his first months in office Harry Truman 
brought a world war to a premature end; in 100 days Franklin 
Roosevelt set legislation in motion that lifted the nation from 
its knees. History is seldom interested in excuses when mak­ 
ing its evaluations. And so Jerry Ford’s 81 pages will probably 
be of small weight on the presidential shelf. 
He has been decent — his swine flu decision, however con­ 
troversial, was his finest and most compassionate moment. 
He has also been honest. And, in his way, he has subscribed to 
Gandhi’s definition of authority: “President means the chief 
servant.” But he has not made any difference, and that is what 
the textbooks may record. 
What might have been? Particularly with four more years. 
We will not know. A poet once wrote that some men in authori­ 
ty grow to think that security, not progress, is the sum of 
statecraft. Gerald R. Ford? If history is thorough, it will at 
least mourn the lost opportunity.

If this is so, does it mean that the next president of the 
United States is overly influenced by the last person or the last 
group he talks to before making a decision? This possibility 
gives me pause: the intellectual quality of numbers of the 
Carter inner circle is not high, nor are the backgrounds of 
some key members of that White House circle impressive. 
The question then is whose word will carry more weight — 
that of the Chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers, 
Charles Schultze, or that of longtime intimate and spokesman 
Jody Powell? 
Will the advice of Defense Secretary Harold Brown prevail, 
or that of campaign chairman Hamilton Jordan?

Little more than an 
accidental asterisk

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — During the campaign the White 
House issued an 81 -page review of what it considered to be the 
major accomplishments of Gerald Ford’s two years in office. 
It was not greatly impressive. The president hadn’t had time 
to shake the world, it was explained, "but watch him in the 
next four years.” 
There will not of course be four more years for Jerry Ford. 
Hence the contents of his 81-page review will have to stand as 
the complete story of his administration. The campaign 
booklet will be shelved alongside the legacies of other 
presidents, where, inevitably, history rather than voters will 
draw final conclusions. 
How will the president compare to his 37 predecessors9 
Even from this close distance in time it seems clear he will 
not rank with the legends Ford has not been a Lincoln Most 
probably he’ll be remembered as (I) the first appointed presi­ 
dent, (2) the man who replaced and pardoned Richard Nixon, 
and, after this, for very little. 
He will not likely become a historic pun, as is Millard 
Fillmore, "the first president to have an iron cookstove in the 
White House.’’ Nor will he be leveled to the likes of Chester A. 
Arthur, whose administration was so lacking in substance that 
though the president seldom rose before 9 30 each morning 
neither did he miss much 
And certainly Ford’s image will forever remain more in­ 
teresting than that of, say, Van Buren, or Tyler, or Pierce, or 
Buchanan These men served before the recording of history 
was relentlessly and awesomely efficient Ford will live on, 
for better or worse, by virtue of the billions of words and 
photographs describing his time 
Still, alongside the heritage of Jefferson, or that of either 
Roosevelt, it is fair to guess Mr Ford will be little more than 
an accidental asterisk And only the charitable will insist this 
is because he had so little time The sounder explanation may 
be that he did not use what time he had more wisely and 
productively 
Ford took office with an opportunity granted no other leader 
in American history, that of owing virtually no one for his 
good fortune He did not have political debts to pay He did not 
rise with the help of special interests He did not even have a 
constituency to pander to, actually, since he was unelected 
And yet he has been unable to take an advantage which would 
distinguish his reign 
Nowhere has this failure been more apparent than regards 
the nation's energy dilemma When Ford was inaugurated he 
deplored America’s reliance on foreign sources for what was 
about 25 per cent of its oil Now the nation imports more than 
40 percent of its petroleum, at a cost <135 billion» that has 
doubled since the Ford appointment 
The president has continued to complain about energy 
problems But not so the nation has been moved, or provoked, 
or shoved, into responding Coal production is flat, national 
gas flow continues in a steady decline, the domestic output of 
oil is at the lowest point in 10 years And after two years in of­ 
fice the administration concedes that "our vulnerability to 
another oil embargo is very serious " 
No time9 In two years John Kennedy launched America 
toward the moon, in his first months in office Harry Truman 
brought a world war to a premature end, in 100 days Franklin 
Roosevelt set legislation in motion that lifted the nation from 
its knees History is seldom interested in excuses when mak 
ing its evaluations And so Jerry Ford's 81 pages will probably 
be of small weight on the presidential shelf 
He has been decent — his swine flu decision, however con­ 
troversial, was his finest and most compassionate moment 
He has also been honest And. in his way, he has subscribed to 
Gandhi's definition of authority "President means the chief 
servant " But he has not made any difference, and that is what 
the textbooks may record. 
What might have been? Particularly with four more years 
We will not know A poet once wrote that some men in authon 
ty grow to think that security, not progress, is the sum of 
statecraft. Gerald R Ford? If history is thorough, it will at 
least mourn the lost opportunity

WASINGTON — (NEA) — For a man elected president on a 
"house-cleaning’’ platform. Jimmy Carter seems unusually 
vague on hard facts. 
Many of us had assumed during the campaign that Mr 
Carter's vagueness was a political ploy - a stance adopted to 
insure he alienated as few voters as possible We also saw his 
being on all sides of every issue as an attempt to please 
whatever audience he was addressing. 
Today I am not so sure His statements about defense spen­ 
ding. welfare reform, new faces in influential government 
posts, economic policies, unemployment are as vague and con 
tradictory as ever They fly square in the face of what seems 
practical — even to those he’s chosen as members of his

The suspicion is growing that, in spite of his reputation for 
meticulous planning, Mr Carter may have a regrettable habit 
of shooting from the hip on policy issues 
It may be that Mr Carter, when confronted by an audience, 
so identifies for the moment with that group’s feelings that he 
subconsciously shifts his thinking, and therefore his words, to 
match what it wants to hear. 
If this is so, does it mean that the next president of the 
United States is overly influenced by the last person or the last 
group he talks to before making a decision9 This possibility 
gives me pause the intellectual quality of numbers of the 
Carter inner circle is not high, nor are the backgrounds of 
some key members of that White House circle impressive 
The question then is whose word will carry more weight — 
that of the Chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers, 
Charles Schultze, or that of longtime intimate and spokesman 
Jody Powell? 
Will the advice of Defense Secretary Harold Brown prevail, 
or that of campaign chairman Hamilton Jordan? 
Cronyism has become a nasty word Mr Carter has said he 
will not tolerate it. We have grave witness to the serious 
effects of that practice in our knowledge today of what follow­ 
ed when President John Kennedy named his brother Robert as 
attorney general 
But there was cronyism in high places when Mr Carter was 
governor of Georgia At least one man used the governor's 
name and the governor’s mansion for promoting schemes 
which are now charged as being highly questionable.

At wit’s end 


Who’s to blame 
for coffee costs? 


The typical bum on the street has had to change his dialogue in 
recent months. Instead of asking, "Hey buddy, have you got a 
dime for a cup of coffee?", he now asks "Have you got 60 cents 
fora cup of coffee?” 
Have you indeed. Although spiraling coffee costs have left 
many consumers with their heads and pocket books spinning, four 
spokesmen for local grocery stores told the Daily Standard today 
that most consumers are buying as much coffee as ever and some 
are buying more as coffee prices continue to skyrocket. 
"They’re buying more,” reports Jerry Bennett, manager of 
Sikeston IGA Foodliner. "They think, ‘Well, I’d better get it now 
before it goes up some more. ’ ’’ 
Charles Collom, manager of Piggly Wiggly, agrees. In 
reference to the coffee boycotts being observed in many parts of 
the country, he said, "I think it could work, but it would take 
some time for us to feel the effects of it, because people are 
stockpiling." 
Richard Hill, manager at Safeway, says there may have been a 
slight decrease in coffee buying at the store, but certainly not 
enough to indicate that most people are willing to do without their 
morning brew.Hill believes that a boycott would have to be a 
unified effort to have an effect on coffee {rices, and this may be 
difficult. 
"Some people will go along with it, a lot of people won’t," he 
comments. ‘ ‘One group would support itand another would not.” 
Reasons given for the high (rices vary from a genuine shortage 
of the commodity to actions by coffee producers to keep the 
prices high. 
Kenny Bruce, owner of Bruce’s Big Star, says a coffee boycott 
could work. He believes that some companies are holding coffee 
off the market to keep the prices high, and a boycott could force 
these companies to change ¿heir policy. 
Dana Brown, a coffee buyer for IGA, has issued a bulletin on 
the situation which charges the United States government with 
part of the responsibility for high prices for coffee. 
In part, the bulletin reads, "I have just returned from an ex­ 
tensive trip thru (sic) the beautiful country of Rhodesia. 
Rhodesia produces some of the rarest coffee in the world. I can 
buy it for $1 per pound less than I pay for a much inferior 
Brazilian quality. My country will not permit me to buy a single 
pound of Rhodesian coffee because of pro-communist sanctions 
... When you go to your food store, don’t blame your grocer for 
high coffee prices. The responsibility is pro-communist sanctions 
bv our own U. S. State Department. ” 
Some observers have blamed the high prices on a shortage ot 
coffee beans. Others have blamed higher export taxes for forcing 
theprice up. 
And the announcement Wednesday that Brazil more than 
doubled its coffee export earnings in 1976 while exporting only 
about 7 per cent more coffee prompted speculation of conspiracy 
and market manipulation. 
Some coffee industry spokesmen say a conspiracy is imagi­ 
nary. But the prices are not. In the United States, they have risen 
from about $1.25 a pound to more than $3 in the last year. Prices 
in Austria doubled in 1976 in three installments. In Israel, where 
the Consumer Authority is urging a coffee boycott, the price is 
now about $4.50 a pound, up from $1.68 a year ago. 
Here is a breakdown of the major areas now raised in the 
current debate on coffee prices: 
Why are prices rising? 
The 1975 killer frost that destroyed many of Brazil’s coffee 
trees, which take five years to be replenished, is only one of the 
natural and political disasters being blamed for the current 
situation. 
The frost coincided with civil war in Angola, cutting production 
there by two-thirds, an earthquake in Guatemala, disruption in 
Uganda and flooding in Colombia. 
Is there manipulation? 
Charges of market manipulation to drive up the price of coffee 
tend to be discounted by coffee experts 
"The issue in the market is that you can charge what you want 
and I can pay what I want,” said a coffee source in New York. 
“That seems more legitimate than looking for behind-the-scenes 
manipulatioa” 
Will boycotts help? 
Consumer boycotts organized in the United States and other 
countries have had little effect — prices in London on Tuesday 
dropped just one cent — and a coffee dealer said consumers 
would have to cut their coffee drinking in half for two months to 
affect prices.

Vho s to blame 
for coffee costs? 


The typical bum on the street has had to change his dialogue in 
recent months. Instead of asking, “ Hey buddy, have you got a 
dime for a cup of coffee?” , he now asks “ Have you got 60 cents 
for a cup of coffee?” 
Have you indeed. Although spiraling coffee costs have left 
many consumers with their heads and pocketbooks spinning, four 
spokesmen for local grocery stores told the Daily Standard today 
that most consumers are buying as much coffee as ever and some 
are buying more as coffee prices continue to skyrocket. 
“They’re buying more,” reports Jerry Bennett, manager of 
Sikeston IGA Foodliner. "They think, ‘Well, I’d better get it now 
before it goes up some more. ’ ” 
Charles Collom, manager of Piggly Wiggly, agrees 
In 
reference to the coffee boycotts being observed in many parts of 
the country, he said, “ I think it could work, but it would take 
some time for us to feel the effects of it, because people are 
stockpiling.” 
Richard Hill, manager at Safeway, says there may have been a 
slight decrease in coffee buying at the store, but certainly not 
enough to indicate that most people are willing to do without their 
morning brew. Hill believes that a boycott would have to be a 
unified effort to have an effect on coffee prices, and this may be 
difficult. 
“ Some people will go along with it, a lot of people won’t,” he 
comments “ One group would support itand another would not.” 
Reasons given for the high prices vary from a genuine shortage 
of the commodity to actions by coffee producers to keep the 
prices high 
Kenny Bruce, owner of Bruce’s Big Star, says a coffee boycott 
could work. He believes that some companies are holding coffee 
off the market to keep the prices high, and a boycott could force 
these companies to change their policy. 
Dana Brown, a coffee buyer for IGA, has issued a bulletin on 
the situation which charges the United States government with 
part of the responsibility for high prices for coffee 
In part, the bulletin reads, “ I have just returned from an ex­ 
tensive trip thru (sic) the beautiful country of Rhodesia. 
Rhodesia produces some of the rarest coffee in the world I can 
buy it for $1 per pound less than I pay for a much inferior 
Brazilian quality. My country will not permit me to buy a single 
pound of Rhodesian coffee because of pro-communist sanctions 
... When you go to your food store, don’t blame your grocer for 
high coffee prices The responsibility is pro-communist sanctions 
bv our own U. S State Department 
Some observers have blamed the high prices on a shortage ot 
coffee beans Others have blamed higher export taxes for forcing 
the price up 
And the announcement Wednesday that Brazil more than 
doubled its coffee export earnings in 1976 while exporting only 
about 7 per cent more coffee prompted speculation of conspiracy 
and market manipulation 
Some coffee industry spokesmen say a conspiracy is imagi­ 
nary But the prices are not In the United States, they have risen 
from about $1 25 a pound to more than $3 in the last year. Prices 
in Austria doubled in 1976 in three installments. In Israel, where 
the Consumer Authority is urging a coffee boycott, the price is 
now about $4 50 a pound, up from $1 68 a year ago. 
Here is a breakdown of the major areas now raised in the 
current debate on coffee prices: 
Why are prices rising0 
The 1975 killer frost that destroyed many of Brazil's coffee 
trees, which take five years to be replenished, is only one of the 
natural and political disasters being blamed for the current 
situation 
The frost coincided with civil war in Angola, cutting production 
there by two-thirds, an earthquake in Guatemala, disruption in 
Uganda and flooding in Colombia 
Is there manipulation? 
Charges of market manipulation to drive up the price of coffee 
tend to be discounted by coffee experts 
“ The issue in the market is that you can charge what you wanl 
and I can pay what I want,” said a coffee source in New York 
"That seems more legitimate than looking for behind-the-scenes 
manipulation.” 
Will boycotts help? 
Consumer boycotts organized in the United States and other 
countries have had little effect — prices in London on Tuesday 
dropped just one cent — and a coffee dealer said consumers 
would have to cut their coffee drinking in half for two months to 
affect prices

Non-whites suffer a proportionately 
higher death frequency from cancer 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Non­ 
whites suffer a proportionately 
higher death rate from cancer 
than whites, and certain can­ 
cers strike some races with 
greater frequency than other 
races, a major study says. 
The study released Wednes­ 
day also shows that the occur­ 
rence of differet cancers among 
nonwhites varies throughout the 
nation, as was found for whites 
in a similar study released in 
1975. 
The new study is a compan­ 
ion to one on whites and anoth­ 
er released in 1974 that looked 
at the country’s cancer mortal­ 
ity by county. All the studies 
are based on death certificate 
figures for 35 types of cancer 
compiled by the National Cen­ 
ter for Health Statistics from 
1950 through 1969. 
The latest report written by 
National Cancer Institute scien­ 
tists said the geographical stud­ 
ies bolsters medical theories 
that a relationship exists be­ 
tween environmental 
factors 
and cancer risks. 
The reasons for the varying 
rates and distribution of cancer 
are unknown, but the geograph­ 
ical differences should spur in­ 
vestigators to look for local fac­ 
tors that may contribute to the 
disease, the scientists said. 
The nonwhite study of more 
than a half million deaths in­ 
cluded blacks, American In­ 
dians, Chinese and Japanese, 
with blacks forming 92 per cent 
of the group. 
Cancer mortality rates per 
100,000 population was higher 
for males of all races than fe­ 
males, the study said. Over-all 
death rates from the cancers 
surveyed were 189 per 100,000 
for black and Chinese males, 
174 for whites, 158 for Japa­ 
nese, and 100 for Indians. 
For females, blacks had a 
cancer death rate of 142 per 
100,000, compared to 130 deaths 
for whites, 109 for Indians, 91 
for Chinese and 83 for Japa­ 
nese. 
Compared to other racial 
groups, blacks have proportion­ 
ately higher rates for cancers 
of the mouth and throat, eso­ 
phagus, stomach, pancreas, lar­ 
ynx, lung, bladder, cervix and 
a kind of bone marrow cancer 
called multiple myeloma. 
Whites have higher mortality

Geographical patterns of can­ 
cer were striking for whites 
and nonwhites, the report said. 
Both groups showed generally 
higher rates for cancers of the 
breast, 
colon, 
rectum, 
eso­ 
phagus, larynx, bladder and 
ovary in the North and low 
rates in the South. 
The incidence of lung cancer 
was high for both white and 
non white males in northern 


areas, Out lower along the Gulf 
and southeast Atlantic coasts 
for nonwhites. 
Esophageal 
cancer 
rates 
were high in the urban North 
for white and nonwhite males, 
but only nonwhites showed high 
rates along southern coastal 
areas. 
The authors of the report 
cautioned that the uneven dis­ 
tribution of nonwhites through­ 
out the United States must be 
taken into account in inter­ 
preting cancer patterns for mi­ 
norities. 
Cancer rates can appear 
higher or lower in an area sim­ 
ply because there are few non­ 
white persons in the statistical 
sample, not because of environ­ 
mental conditions.

The new study is a compan­ 
ion to one on whites and anoth­ 
er released in 1974 that looked 
at the country’s cancer m ortal­ 
ity by county. All the studies 
are based on death certificate 
figures for 35 types of cancer 
compiled by the National Cen­ 
ter for Health Statistics from 
1950 through 1969 
The latest report written by 
National Cancer Institute scien­ 
tists said the geographical stud­ 
ies bolsters medical theories 
that a relationship exists be­ 
tween 
environmental 
factors 
and cancer risks 
The reasons for the varying 
rates and distribution of cancer 
are unknown, but the geograph­ 
ical differences should spur in­ 
vestigators to look for local fac­ 
tors that may contribute to the 
disease, the scientists said 
The nonwhite study of more 
than a half million deaths in­ 
cluded blacks. American In­ 
dians. Chinese and Japanese, 
with blacks forming 92 per cent 
of the group 
Cancer mortality rates per 
100,(KM) population was higher 
for males of all races than fe­ 
males. the study said. Over all

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Governor’s education conference 
now turn to implementation factor 


JEFFERSO N CITY - The 
Governor’s 
Conference 
on 
Education has made its 
recommendations, but it has 
not 
finished 
its 
work. 
Conference members now are 
faced with implementing their 
recommendations. 
And according to Betty 
Thompson, chairwoman of the 
conference’s implementation 
committee, the process is well 
in hand. 
“We have more plans for 
implementation this time than 
in any 
other governor’s 
conference on education,” 
Thompson 
says, 
referring 
particularly to the 1966 and 
1968 conferences. 
Actually, implementation 
began with the selection of 
conference 
members, 
Thompson says. First, there 
was 
the 
broad 
citizen 
representation of the 700- 
member conference, two- 


thirds of whom were not 
professional 
educators. 
Seventy-five 
of 
those 
members volunteered to help 
directly with implementation. 
Thompson 
also 
says 
including legislators in the 
conference was a first step 
toward implementation. 
“ We had the involvement of 
at 
least 
12 
legislators 
throughout the conference, 
including Wpyne Goode and 
Nelson Tinnin, chairmen of 
the 
House 
and 
Senate 
Education 
Committees,” 
Thompson 
says. 
“ I ’m 
convinced 
they 
w ill 
do 
anything they can to get this 
through the legislature.” 
Action is needed on three 
fronts, 
according 
to 
Thompson: the legislature, 
the State Board of Education 
and local school boards. 
Recommendations 
requir­ 
ing legislation promise to be 
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the most difficult to imple­ 
ment. 
Clark Payne, heading up the 
legislative effort of the 
implementation 
committee, 
says 
all recommendations 
requiring legislation will be 
pre-filed. Of these, bills 
concerning 
recommended 
revision 
in 
the 
School 
Foundation Formula, which 
determines how much state 
aid is given to each school 
district, have priority. 
Payne also indicates that 
recommendations concerning 
property tax reform and 
reassessment also will receive 
priority in the committee’s 
lobbying efforts. 
To help keep conference 
delegates informed of what 
the legislature is doing, Payne 
says the committee will send 
out a 
weekly newsletter, 
updating 
legislative 
information 
and 
asking 
delegates for whatever help 
they can give. 
But even with this help, 
Payne concedes, there might 
be some problems. 
“ One of the problems I can 
see is adequately funding the 
revised foundation program,” 
Payne says. “There are a 
number of areas that have 
legitimate demands on the 
state coffers. And the General 
Assembly in its wisdom has to 
decide how to divvy up the 
pot.” 
Payne says because of this, 
the formula might be only 
partially funded the first year. 
“ The question is whether $25 
million will be available for 
the program, or $45 million, or 
$50 million. . . I lean to the 
view that we would be better 
off with a revised formula, 
even if it is only partially 
funded.” 
Payne says although many 
proposals for reform have 
failed in the past, he expects 
many of the recommendations 
to pass the 
legislature, 
because they have been well 
thought out and researched. 
However, he says he thinks 
many recommendations will 
be changed by the legislature, 


in order for them to pass. 
Thompson says she is also 
encouraged by the fact that 
there are 40 new members of 
the legislature this session. 
“Freshmen are coming in 
with another point of view,” 
Thompson says. “They will 
have some impact.” 
Thompson 
also 
says 
previous conferences have 
had a good track record in the 
legislature. 
“They 
(legislators) 
are 
willing 
to listen 
because 
exhaustive studies have been 
made,” Thompson says. 
The 
State 
Board 
of 
Education probably will be the 
easiest to work with, says 
Carolyn Losos, heading the 
implementation effort on that 
front. 
“ Many recommendations 
are not new to the department 
(of elementary and secondary 
education), 
Losos 
says. 
“ Many 
recommendations 
simply add to work and study 
already 
being 
done. 
Commissioner Arthur Mallory 
has given me every indication 
that the state department will 
cooperate fully.” 


Stan Magady, head of the 
local school district effort, 
says his major goal is to 
create a public awareness of 
the 
conference’s 
final 
recommendations, 
by 
scheduling 
committee 
members to speak to non- 
educational, as well 
as 
professional 
education 
groups. 


Much of the local work must 
be started either by passage of 
legislation or by the state 
education 
department, 
Magady says. 


Formal work done by the 
implementation committee 
will end in December 1977, 
Thomson says. Realizing not

Thompson says she is sure Lt. 
Gov. William C. Phelps will 
help continue implementation.

Payne says although many 
proposals for reform have 
failed in the past, he expects

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Piano Strikes Up Lively Decor Tune 


CHICAGO (AP) — Ready for 
a grand piano on a revolving 
K 
estal in the middle of your 
ig room? That’s one of 
many ways that interior design* 
ers are treating pianos in 
homes around the country. 
Designers say they enjoy 
working with today’s pianos be­ 
cause of the wide variety of 
styles available. More than 
200,000 pianos are sold annual­ 
ly. Besides ranking as this 
country’s favorite musical in­ 
strument, the piano has gained 
stature in bold and original 
room settings. Decorators re­ 
vealed some of these ideas in a 
survey conducted by the Na­ 
tional Piano Manufacturers As­ 
sociation. 
Miami designer Bob Rubens- 
tein, who recently created the 
revolving piano for a client, 
also came up with a more af­ 
fordable suggestion for grand 
piano owners: a piano bar. 
“Have a laminated plastic top 
cut to fit your piano top, then 
add a bumper edge upholstered 
in vinyl,” he suggests. 
Designer Patricia Plaxico of 
High Point, N.C., believes that 
a piano doesn’t have to be in 
the living room. “It depends on 
your lifestyle,” she says. “Put 
it wherever people congregate 
in your house. My piano is in 
the dining room because my 
friends and I like to sit around 
the table and sing old-time 
songs.” 
Another plus for a piano in 
the* dining room, says Riv­ 
erside, 111., designer Mary Jean 
Kamin, is that “frequently din­ 
ing rooms have doors that al­ 
low them to be closed off. This 
lets you use the rest of the 
house when the piano student is 
practicing or taking a lesson.” 
For the house or apartment 
without a dining room, designer 
Ethel Samuels of Winnetka, 111., 
recommends using a spinet to 
help create a dining area. It’s 
only four and a half feet wide 
and fits easily into small living 
quarters. “A spinet placed at 


right angles to the wall makes 
an excellent room divider be­ 
tween living and dining areas,” 
she says. 
Chicago 
interior 
designer 
Joan Blutter agrees: “If a pi­ 
ano is at right angles to the 
wall, you can cover the back 
with fabric, or you can attach a 
trellis and train plants to grow 
up it.” 
For people who prefer a tra­ 
ditional against-the-wall place­ 
ment, she suggests, “Put the 
piano in an alcove or foyer and 
turn it into a music area. Use 
old sheet music or playbills as 
wallpaper.” 
New York designer Patricia 
Harvey created an illusion of 
an alcove by making tall fold­ 
ing screens for each side of the 
piano and covering them with 


wallpaper, then using the same 
paper on the wall above the pi­ 
ano. 
Adele Faulkner, Los Angeles 
decorator, 
uses 
mirrors 
to 
create a light-and-space illusion 
by putting a piano against a 
long wall and mirroring the 


wall on either side of the in­ 
strument, floor to ceiling. 
“A piano makes a good focal 
point as the center of a storage 
wall,” says Washington, D.C., 
designer Emily Malino. “You 
can put shelving and cupboards 
on either side of the piano and 
above it, with a hidden strip 
light to illuminate the music 
rack.” 
Vibrant colors for pianos are 
favored by many of the decora­ 
tors surveyed. Patricia Plaxico 


painted her piano, an old up­ 
right, the same plum color as 
her walls. Then she replaced 
the front panel with plexiglass 
so the action is visible, and lit 
the piano with two high in­ 
tensity lamps. 
For a children’s playroom, 
Bob Rubenstein painted a piano 
cherry red and decorated it 
with 
hand-painted 
animals. 
“You could get the same effect 
with stencils or decals,” he ex­ 
plains. 


Designer Joseph Blake of 
Evanston, 111., concentrates on 
color in 
the 
piano 
bench. 
“When the piano is against a 
wall, the bench becomes very 
conspicuous,” he says. “I like 
attractive upholstery on the 
bench, such as needlepoint.” 


Wherever the piano is placed, 
the piano manufacturers offer 
these tips to maintain the in­ 
strument’s best sound and ap­ 
pearance: Don’t put it under a 
window, in direct sunlight, or 
near radiators, or cooling or 
heating ducts. 
Don’t put a lamp with dan­ 
gling crystals on a piano — 
they’ll rattle when the in­ 
strument is played.

This year, the tally will give 
Jimmy Carter 297 electoral 
votes, Gerald Ford 240 and 
Ronald Reagan 1.
